l._OBJECTS    AND    CONSTITUTION. 

1.  The  Authors'  Club  is  estabhshed  for 
the  association  of  gentlemen  occupied  in  any 
branch  of  literature,  professionally  or  otherwise. 

2.  Although  originally  founded  by  Sir  Walter 
Besant,  as  was  also  the  "  Incorporated  Society  of 
Authors,"  the  "  Authors'  Club "  is  in  no  way 
affiliated  to  the  Incorporated  Society,  but  is 
entirely  independent  of  that  body  although  fully 
in  sympathy  with  it. 

II.— ADMINISTRATIVE   CONTROL. 

I.  The  Directors  of  Whitehall  Court, 
Limited,  shall  have  the  control  of  all  expenditure 
and  general  management  of  the  Authors'  Club 
excepting  the  election  of  members  and  conduct 
of  social  affairs  and  save  also  as  regards  any 
property  presented  by  members  and  others  to  the 
Authors'  Club,  Limited,  and  held  in  trust  by  the 
Directors  on  behalf  of  the  shareholders  of  that 
Company.

2.  The  Copyright  of  the  title  of  "The 
Authors'  Club"  shall  be  vested  in  a  Limited 
Liability  Company,  established  under  the 
Companies'  Acts  with  a  Capital  of  50  shares  of 
£\  each,  the  shareholders  being  members  of  the 
Club. 

3.  Of  these  shareholders  six  or  more  shall 
be  elected  as  Directors  of  the  Authors'  Club, 
Limited,  and  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  occurring 
in  the  office  of  director,  such  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  by  the  votes  of  the  body  of  shareholders 
at  a  meeting  convened  for  that  purpose. 

4.  The  social  administration  or  organisa- 
tion and  management  of  the  social  affairs  of  the 
Authors'  Club  shall  be  under  the  entire  control 
of  the  Executive  Committee  elected  by  the 
general  body  of  members.

IIL— MEMBERSHIP. 

1.  Writers  and  editors  of  books,  poets, 
dramatists,  journalists,  essayists,  contributors  to 
leading  periodicals,  to  the  transactions  of  learned 
and  scientific  societies,  writers  in  collective 
publications,  reviewers,  critics,  illustrators  of 
books,  professors,  lecturers,  Fellows  of  Colleges, 
men  of  science,  heads  of  public  libraries,  scholars, 
and  all  gentlemen  who,  in  their  private  or  public 
capacity,  seek  to  advance  the  cause  of  letters, 
are  eligible  for  membership. 

2.  In  order  to  bring  together  and  promote 
friendly  intercourse  between  such  supporters  of 
literature,  the  Authors'  Club  shall  seek  to  combine 
the  advantages  of  a  Club  with  those  of  a  Literary 
Society.

3.  The  Authors'  Club  shall  consist  of  Town, 
Suburban,  Country,  Supernumerary,  Overseas  and 
Honorary  Members. 


IV.— OFFICERS. 


Committees 


General 
Councillors 


1.  The  conduct  of  the  internal  affairs  of  the 
Authors'  Club,  except  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
shall  be  entrusted  to  an  Executive  Committee 
supported  by  a  General  Council. 

2.  Members  of  the  Club  whom  it  is  desired 
to  honour,  either  because  of  distinction  in  literature 
or  in  gratitude  for  past  services  to  the  Club,  shall 
be  invited  to  serve  on  the  General  Council. 


3.  The  members  of  the  General  Council 
shall  be  added  to  as  occasion  arises,  on  the  invita- 
tion of  the  Executive  Committee. 


4.  The  General  Council  shall  form  an 
Adv'isory  Senate  to  be  consulted  individually  or 
collectively  by  the  Executive  Committee  on  any 
special  point  in  the  affairs  of  the  Club  as  occasion 
arises,  but  shall  not  be  referred  to  unnecessarily. 

President  5.     The   Honorary  President  of  the   General 

Council  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  General 
Business  Meeting,  but  his  duties  shall  be  purely 
nominal,  his  office  being  intended  as  a  personal 
compliment. 

Balloting  6.     Executivc  Committee.    The  Social  con- 

duct of  the  Club  shall  be  under  the  control  of 
an  Executive  Committee,  to  be  elected  annually  by 
ballot  at  the  General  Meeting  of  members  in  the 
rnonth  of  March. 


Nine  Officers  y.     Xhe  Executive    Committee    shall   consist 

of  nine  members,  namely,  a  Chairman,  Librarian, 
Honorary  Secretary,  and  six  other  members.

8.  The  Chairman.  At  all  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Committee  the  Chairman  shall  preside; 
but  in  the  event  of  his  unavoidable  absence,  his 
place  shall  be  taken  by  a  member  elected  by  the 
majority. 


g.  All  members  of  the  Committee  shall  be 
informed  by  the  Honorary  Secretary,  in  advance, 
of  the  business  to  be  considered.

10.  The  Honorary  Solicitor.  Questions  of 
a  strictly  legal  nature  connected  with  the  Club 
shall  be  referred  by  the  Executive  Committee  to 
the  Honorary  Solicitor. 

11.  A  member  of  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  be  elected  Honorary  Librarian,  his  special 
duties  being  to  keep  a  catalogue  and  card-index 
of  all  books,  a  list  of  donors  to  the  Library  or  the 
Library  Fund,  see  that  the  books  are  bound 
when  necessary,  and  report  regularly  to  the 
Executive  Committee. 


Organisation  12.     The  Honorary  Secretary.     The  organi- 

sation of  the  social  and  literary  meetings  of  the 
Authors'  Club  shall  be  entrusted  to  the  Honorary 
Secretary,  subject  to  consultation  with  the 
Executive  Committee.

13.  The  Honorary  Secretary  shall  keep 
Minutes  of  all  Committee  Meetings,  such  records 
being  taken  in  his  absence  by  the  Acting  Secretary.

Two  members  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  retire  annually,  and  shall  be  ineligible 
for  re-election  until  the  lapse  of  one  year  after 
such  retirement ;  but  this  rule  shall  not  apply  to 
members  of  the  Committee  holding  the  offices  of 
Chairman,  Hon.  Secretary  and  Hon.  Librarian,  who 
may  be  eligible  for  re-election  by  the  body  of 
members  in  the  manner  appointed.

Prior  to  the  Annual  General 
Business  Meeting  in  March,  a  ballot-list  shall  be 
sent  to  all  town,  suburban  and  country  members 
whose  subscriptions  are  not  in  arrears,  giving  the 
names  of  members  willing  to  serve  m  place  of  the 
two  members  retiring  in  rotation  from  the 
Executive  Committee,  the  names  of  the  two 
candidates  recommended  specially  by  the  Com- 
mittee being  starred!

22.  The  Balloting  papers  shall  be  collected 
and  examined  by  two  members  appointed  by  the 
Meeting,  and  after  the  result  has  been  reported 
by  the  Chairman  the  papers  shall  be  destroyed.

v.— SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

1.  All  annual  subscriptions  become  due  on 
the  first  of  January  of  each  year,  and  shall  be 
paid  to  the  Financial  Secretary. 

2.  Town  Members  residing  within  a  ten- 
mile  radius  of  Charing  Cross  shall  pay  Six  Guineas 
per  annum. 

3.  Suburban  Members  residing  beyond  ten 
and  within  sixty  miles  of  Charing  Cross  shall  pay 
Four  Guineas  per  annum. 

4.  Country  Members  who  reside  sixty  or 
more  miles  from  Charing  Cross  shall  pay  Three 
Guineas  per  annum  (the  University  Towns  of 
Oxford  and  Cambridge  being  included  in  the 
Country  limit). 

5.  Overseas  Members  shall  be  those  not 
residing  in  any  part  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
shall  pay  as  provided  in  paragraph  6,  with  the 
exception  of  those  residing  in  the  Irish  Free  State, 
who  shall  pay  the  same  dues  as  "  country " 
members.

Meeting  of  the  16th  March,  1911,  in  agreement  with  Whitehall 
Court,  Ltd.,  one-fifth  of  such  Entrance  Fees  being  at  the  absolute 
disposal  cf  the  Committee  for  the  purchase  of  books  to  be  the 
property  of  Whitehall  Court,  Ltd.,  but  reserved  for  the  exclusive 
use  of  the  Authors'  Club. 

7.  To  avoid  inconvenience  and  facilitate  the 
clerical  work  of  the  Club,  members  are  recom- 
mended to  pay  their  subscriptions  by  bankers' 
order.

11.  If,  after  such  notice,  the  subscription 
be  not  paid  by  the  25tli  of  March,  the  name  of 
such  member  may  be  posted  in  the  Club,  notice 
being  sent  to  him  to  that  effect. 

12.  If  the  subscription  be  not  paid  within  one 
month  of  such  posting,  the  name  of  the  member  in 
question,  unless  the  delay  can  be  justified  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Executive  Committee,  may  be 
struck  ofT  the  books  of  the  Club. 

13.  Any  member  wishing  to  withdraw  from 
the  Club  must  signify  his  intention  in  writing  to 
the  Secretary  before  J:he  first  day  of  December  in 
the  current  year,  or  he  will  be  liable  for  his 
subscription  for  the  ensuing  year,  whether  the  Club 
is  used  or  not. 

14.  No  member  of  the  Club,  or  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  is  under  any  financial 
obligation  beyond  the  amount  of  his  entrance  fee 
and  annual  dues,  neither  is  he  liable  nor  responsible 
for  any  expenses  on  behalf  of  the  Club. 


VI.— CANDIDATES.

4.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have 
the  power  to  cancel  the  election  of  any  member 
within  six  months  of  the  date  thereof  and  such 
member  shall  have  no  right  to  appeal  or  demand 
the  reason  for  such  cancelling,  but  his  subscription 
and  entrance  fee,  if  any,  shall  be  returned  to  him. 

5.  If  any  member  shall  be  declared  a  bank- 
rupt he  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Club  ; 
but  such  member  may  be  reinstated  if  two-thirds 
of  the  Executive  Committee  present  at  a  Meet- 
ing specially  summoned  for  this  purpose  shall,  on 
the  appeal  of  such  member,  thmk  fit  to  order  his 
reinstatement. 

6.  Should  the  conduct  of  any  member,  in 
the  opinion  of  two-thirds  of  the  Executive 
Committee  present  at  a  Meeting  specially  sum- 
moned for  the  purpose,  be  injurious  to  the 
character  or  interests  of  the  Club,  they  niay 
suspend  such  member  from  the  use  of  the  Club, 
and  failing  a  satisfactory  explanation  of  his 
conduct  may  expel  him  or  call  upon  him  to 
resign.  Should  he  not  resign  within  fifteen  days, 
if  called  upon  to  do  so,  his  name  shall  be  erased 
from  the  List  of  Members,  and  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  not  be  called  upon  to  give  any 
reason  for  the  action  they  have  taken. 

VII.— HONORARY    MEMBERS. 

I.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have 
power,  subject  to  the  approval  of  Whitehall  Court,

in  Great  Britain.  2.  Such  guests  shall  enjoy  the 
privileges  of  the  Club  without  payment  of  subscrip- 
tion, for  the  period  of  one  month.  3.  Tlie 
Executive  Committee  in  the  interests  of  the  Club 
may  extend  such  fionorary  membership  for  a 
further  similar  period,  should  they  deem  it  advis- 
able.

7.  The  Chairman  shall  then  propose  the 
health  of  the  Club  guest  and  invite  him  to  open 
the  evening's  conversation. 

8.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  em- 
powered to  invite  men  of  distinction  as  guests  of 
the  Club  to  the  House  Dinners  and  entertain 
them  in  a  fitting  manner. 

Gifts  of  books,  pictures, 
portraits  of  literary  men,  plate,  statuary  or  special 
furniture  to  the  Authors'  Club  shall  be  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Authors'  Club,  Limited,  and  shall 
be  held  in  trust  for  the  members  by  the  Directors 
for  the  time  being  of  the  Authors'  Club,  Limited. 

10.  The  Executive  Committee  invite  sugges- 
tions for  the  good  of  the  Club,  and  shall  at  all 
times  be  ready  to  consider  any  such  written 
recommendations  by  members  if  addressed  to  the 
Hon.  Secretary  or  the  Acting  Secretary.

X.— THE    CLUB    ROOMS. 

1.  The  Club  Rooms  (excepting  when  under- 
going repairs)  shall  be  opened  daily  for  the 
reception  of  members  at  8.30  in  the  forenoon  and 
shut  at  midnight,  closing  at  1 1  p.m.  on  Sundays, 
Christmas  Day  and  Good  Friday. 

2.  The  following  By-law  has  been  passed  by 
the  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  the  Licensing 
Act  and  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  and  in  pur- 
suance of  Section  13  of  the  Licensing  Act,  1921  : — 

(a)  The  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in 
the  Authors'  Club  is  permitted,  from  the 
25th  December,  192 1,  on  week-days  from 
11.30  in  the  forenoon  till  3  o'olock  in  the 
afternoon  ;  and  from  5.30  in  the  afternoon 
until  1 1  o'clock  at  night. 

{b)  On  Sundays,  Christmas  Day  and 
Good  Friday  from  12.30  till  2.30  in  the 
afternoon ;  and  from  6.30  until  9.30  at 
night. 

3.  Club  Register.  The  Club  Steward  or  the 
Hall  Porter  shall  keep  a  register  of  every  member 
entering  and  leaving  the  Club  Rooms,  and  it  is 
important  that  each  member  should  sign  the  book 
on  his  arrival. 

4.  Visitors.  A  member,  on  introducing  a 
visitor,  shall  record  his  own  and  his  friend's  name 
in  the  Visitors'  Book,  in  charge  of  the  Hall  Porter. 

5.  Every  member  shall  have  the  privilege 
of  introducing  two  or  three  guests  to  the  Club  except 
when,  owing  to  limits  of  accommodation,  such 
privileges  may  be  suspended  by  the  Executive 
Committee.

letters  forwarded  to  their  private  addresses  must 
instruct  the  Secretary  to  that  effect,  and  inform 
him  of  any  change  of  address.

8.  Bills.  Every  member  shall  pay  his  bill 
before  leaving  the  Club,  and  no  member  shall 
give  a  gratuity  to  any  Club  servant.

XL— NEWSPAPERS,    ETC.,    AND 
ADVERTISING. 

1.  No  member  shall  take  away  from  the 
Club  any  newspaper,  pamphlet,  book,  unused 
stationery  or  other  property  of  the  Club  or  in 
custody    of   the    Club. 

2.  No  Member  shall  give  the  Authors'  Club 
as  his  address  in  the  advertising  columns  of  any 
public  journal,  or  use  the  Authors'  Club  address 
for  business  purposes  other  than  literary.

XIL— LIBRARY. 

1.  Members  shall  be  invited  to  contribute 
original  and  other  works  of  interest  in  any  depart- 
ment of  literature,  as  well  as  annual  donations,  for 
the  formation  and  maintenance  of  a  General  and 
Reference  Library. 

2.  All  such  volumes  bearing  the  book-plate 
of  the  Authors'  Club  shall  be  in  charge  of  the 
Honorary  Librarian,  and  remain  the  property  of 
the  Authors'  Club,  Limited.

3.  Books  purchased  from  the  Library  Fund 
shall  bear  a  distinctive  label  stating  that  the  volume 
was  acquired  by  Whitehall  Court,  Limited,  and  is 
their  property  in  the  event  of  the  Authors'  Club 
dissolving  or  removing  to  other  premises.

XIIL— REPORTS. 

1.  A  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Authors' 
Club,  together  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  the 
names  of  members,  and  other  desirable  information, 
may  be  printed,  and  a  copy  issued  to  every  member 
prior  to  each  Annual  General  Meeting. 

2.  The  book  of  proceedings  shall  be  arranged 
and  edited  by  the  Honorary  Secretary  under  the 
direction  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

3.  To  sustain  the  interest  of  Country  and 
Overseas  members  in  the  doings  of  the  Authors' 
Club,  there  may  be  included  in  such  proceedings 
an  abstract  of  the  speeches  of  distinguished  guests 
at  the  House  Dinners,  a  report  of  the  discussions, 
a  list  of  books  presented  to  the  Library  Fund,  and 
donations  to  the  Library  Fund. 

4.  To  render  this  record  trustworthy,  the 
Executive  Committee  may  engage  a  shorthand 
writer  to  make  the  reports  on  special  occasions. 


XIV.— BY-LAWS. 

By-laws  I.     Subject    to    the    approval    of   Whitehall

have  power  to  make  By-laws  for  the  regulation 
of  the  affairs  of  the  Club  so  long  as  they  do  not 
materially  infringe  these  Rules  and  Regulations.

XV.— ALTERATIONS    OF    RULES. 

1.  These  Rules  and  Regulations  can  be 
enacted,  altered  or  rescinded  only  by  the  resolution 
of  a  two-thirds  majority  attending  a  Special  Meetin<i 
of  members  summoned  for  tlie  express  purpose,  the 
summons  stating  distinctly  and  fully  the  matter  to 
be  brought  under  consideration,  and  such  enact- 
ment, alteration  or  rescindment  shall  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  Whitehall  Court,  Limited. 

2.  The  payment  by  a  member  of  his  annual 
subscription  shall  be  held  to  imply  his  acquiescence 
in  the  Rules,  Regulations  and  By-laws  of  the  Club, 
as  well  as  his  submission  to  the  restrictions  they 
enjoin. 


Sorm  of  6cque0t, 

The  following  Form  of  Bequest  is  recom- 
mended to  anyone  who  may  feel  disposed  to  assist

RELATING    TO 


CARDS    AND    BILLIARDS. 


For  Billiards : — 

(i)     For  a  Game  of  50  up— 6d. 

(2)  For  a  Game  of  100  up— pd.  If  over  45  minutes  at 
the  rate  of  is.  an  hour.  Any  member  wishing  to  practice 
can  do  so  at  the  same  rate 

(3)  For  all  games  of  Pool  or  Pyramids— 3d.  for  each 
player,  if  3  players  or  more  ;  if  there  are  only  2  players— 
6d.  per  game.  At  ordinary  Pool  a  player  may  star  for 
the  payment  of  3d. 

For  Cards  :- ■ 

(i)     No  game  of  any  kind  to  be  commenced  after  12  midnight. 

(2)  No  higher  stakes  to  be  permitted  than  2/6  per  100  at 
Bridge. 

(3)  The  charge  for  playing  cards  to  be  i/-  per  player.  New 
cards,  if  called  for,  to  be  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  an 
additional  i/-  per  head. 

{4)  Any  single  player  may  call  for  new  cards  on  payment  of 
4/-- 

(5)  Cards  are  not  permitted  in  any  other  room  than  the 
Card-room  or  such  other  apartment  as  may  be  sanctioned 
for  the  purpose  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

(6)  Members  are  responsible  for  their  guests'  charges.  An 
authoritative  book  on  Bridge  will  be  kept  in  the  Card-room. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  regular  Club  weekly  card  day  shall 
be  Thursday  (afternoon  and  evening). 
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
